Assoon ashecame up with the prisoner 
Deputy Sheriff Johnson and Chief of Police 
Yarborough, who were in pursuit of him, came 
up and he was delivered to them, and they im- 
mediately started to Opelika with him just in 
time to prevent a lynching, as a number of 
thd friends of Moore came up as they left 
and were terribly enraged.

He was indicted by the grand jury for 
murder in November, 189, and after a fair 
and impartial trial, in which he was defended 
by able counsel appointed by the court, was 
convicted and sentenced by Judge J. M. Car- 
michael to be hung on the 16th day of Janu- 
ary, 1891. The prisoner is only about fifteen 
years old, but isaconfirmed and hardened 
criminal.

“T have never, in any shape orform, opposed 
the bill now before the United States senate 
for the erection of a public building at 
Columbus,” said Judge Newman in reply toa 
reporter's queries yesterday. 

“It does not affect me one way or the other, 
and Ihave not the slightest objection to its 
passage and approval. 

* Congressman Grimes, of the Columbus dis- 
trict, recently wrote me a letter requesting my 
views on the subject, and in reply I stated that 
I personally had no objection to it, but the 
court officers—Marshal Buck, District Attor- 
ney Darnell and Clerk Fuller—strongly op- 
posed it, on the ground that no necessity ex- 
isted forthe establishment of an additional 
court there; that it would increase their terri- 
tory and give them additional work without a 
corresponding increase in compensation.”’ 

During the Cleveland administration, it will 
be remembered, a bill for the erection ofa 
public building at Columbus passed 
the house and senate, but was vetoed by 
President Cleveland, who held that as no 
court was in existence at that place, there 
would not be business enough to warrant its 
erection and n.aintenance. 

The people of Columbus have endeavored to 
get around that objection by petitioning for 
the establishment of a United States court at 
Columbus, which would necessitate such a 
building as they want.

“itisa work in which Mrs. Grover Cleveland 
hasadeep and abiding interest. While at the 
white house and since her residence in New York, 
she has contributed often and liberally of her 
time, talents and money, to kindergartens for 
destitute children.”’ 

Mrs. Lizzie Traylor, superintendent of the 
press work of the Atlanta Y’s, says: 

“We have furnished shoes and stockings for half 
of those now in attendance, and we must do the 
same for the others, as most of them are desper- 
ately poor.

THE UNITED STATES COURT. 


Wryly G. Cooper Secures a Verdict for $3,000 
Against the Georgia Pacific. 

In the case of Wyly G. Cooper vs. the Richmond 
and Danville railroad, forinjuries sustained by 
his wife, Jane H. Cooper, a verdict for the plain- 
tiff for $3,000 was yesterday returned in the 
United States circuit court. 

The damage suit of Selitha Alford vs. the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, for an ultimately fatal 
injury sustained by her eleven-year-old child, Lou 
Jessie Alford, on December 29, 1887, was next 
taken up. The little girl on that day attempted 
to cross the defendant’s tracks near their shops, 
in this citv. While attempting to cross undera 
box car—encouraged, so the plaintiff's declaration 
states, by the company’s agents and employes— 
the train to which it was attached was suddenly 
set in motion, the wheels of the car running over 
and crushing her foot. The mee pt to the foot 
necessitated its amputation, and the shock to her 
neryous system was so great that she died Febru- 
ary 27,1888. For the use of thesaid child the 
plaintiff sues for $10,000 damages.

The Free Coinage Bill. 
We print elsewhere a very interesting re- 
~ port of an interview on the silver question 
' ‘with the Hon. L. F. Livingston, president 
of the alliance, and member-elect to congress 
from this district. 

Colonel Livingston calls attention to the 
fact that the limitation of the free coinage 
of silver to the output of our own mines 
would add but little tothe amount of cur- 
rency now in circulation, even if it covered 
the contraction now going on in the notes of 
national banks. 

As a matter of fact, such a limitation 
would be an unfair and unnecessary dis- 
crimination against silver, and would tend 
to degrade the metal in spite of the law. 
The American people who are in favor of 
free coinage know nothing and care nothing 
about the American miners. What they 
propose to do is to restore silver to its old 
relations with gold. They want no discrim- 
ination made against: the white metal in 
any shape orform. They are not seeking 
to benefit the owners of American silver 
mines, but to benefit the whole country. 
What they want is not the free coinage of 
American silver, but the free coinage of 
silver. ‘This fact has been sufficiently dem- 
onstrated. 

There are a great many speculators and 
capitalists in Wall street and its environs 
who are incapable of taking a broad view of 
this important question, and there are a 
great many successful financiers whose 
knowledge and experience do not extend 
beyond the comparatively narrow limits of 
their own operations. It is a favorite argu- 
ment with these narrow-minded and ignorant 
persons that the enactment of the free 
coinage bill into a law will result in flooding 
our reopened mints with foreign silver. 
This they would regard as dangerous in- 
flation, though it is difficuit to perceive how 
the coinage of hard money ona parity with 
gold can take the shape of inflation. Ordi- 


the first place, there are comparatively few 
savings banks in the west and south. In the 
second place, the opportunities for invest- 
ment in those regions are so attractive that 
people are putting their money in tools, 
stock, business, lands and homes. Under 
such conditions it is impossible to quote 
figures that will show the money saved and 
invested every year, but it is reasonable to 
suppose that the sum total would make it 
apparent that New England, New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania are by no 
means so disproportionately prosperous as 
their savings banks would appear to indicate. 

The northeast is saving. The west and 
south are saving and investing. It is all 
right. Development is better than either 
hoarding or lending money. 


Class Taxation Again. 

In a former article in these columns refer- 
ence was made to Governor Hill’s presenta- 
tion of the inequalities of taxation in the 
state of New York. 

The Boston Globe believes that the gen- 
eral average of property in most of our states, 
if properly assessed, would show that per- 
sonal property is worth about as much as 
real estate, But in New York real estate is 
assessed at $3,298,525,431, while personal 
property is assessed at only $385,329,151, 
about one-eighth the amount of the real 
estate. 

Clearly, this difference makes it evident 
that there is a successful attempt to shirk 
taxation, and real estate is left to bear 8&9 
per cent of the burden. Something of this 
inequality exists in every state. ‘The farmer 
and owners of real estate generally are be- 
ginning to protest. They are not discussing 
the theory of taxation. What they demand 
is the enforcement of the law, so that the 
just burdens of taxation will fall more 
equally upon all classes. Of course, the 
trouble is that it is easier to evade a tax on 
personal property than it is to evade a tax 
on real property, but it is still possible to 
make assessors more vigilant, besides enforc- 
ing the penalties for dishonest evasions. In 
this republic, class taxation is an injustice 
that will not be much longer tolerated. A 
new leaf should be turned over without de- 
lay. 


The Foraker-Wood Forgery Case. 

The report of the congressional investigat- 
ing committee, which has been considering the 
facts and the evidence in the Foraker-Wood 
forgery case has been made at last. It is 
an affair that has been hanging fire for some 
time, and the report, as Mr. Halstead felicit- 
ously remarks, is belated, and to this extent 
it coincides with the republican idea of a 
whitewashing process, Foraker is no longer 
a candidate for anything, and his name can 
be mentioned with impunity.

EDWARD Powers sets forth a novel theory in a 
book called “War and Weather.” The idea under 
consideration is the belief that heavy artillery 
firing sets in operation certain motions and 
forces that cause condensation of acqeous vapor, 
thus producing rain. Mr. Powers has collected a 
great mass of evidence showing the connection 
between artillery firing and rains, and presents @ 
theory for the assumed direct relation between 
the two. From the statistics given it is 
seen that nearly ail of the import- 
ant battles of our civil war andthe war with 
Mexico, and most of the great battles in other 
parts of the world, have been followed by rain. 
The author's idea is for the government to estab- 
lish by experiment whether or not rainstorms 
can be produced at any time desired by firing 
heavy cannons, and if so, to make use of the fact 
for the use of agriculture, especially in the arid 
regions of our western plains. Mr. Powers thinks 
that with 200 siege gunsof various calibers and 
with plenty -of cartridges containing an 
average charge of ten pounds of powder each, 
we could make all the noise that would be 
necessary to accomplish the purpose desired. 
The government has plenty of obsolete guns 
which Mr. Powers says are useless for any other 
purpose than to make a noise and bring rain. 
The estimated cost of an experiment in rain-mak- 
ing is about $80,000, and if it should prove success- 
ful and a rain-producing bureau be established, 
the cost of a good rainstorm thereafter would be 
$20,867, this being the amount required to pay for 
6,000 blank cartridges, seven and a half tons of 
hay for wadding, the necessary electrical supplies 
and the wages of two high-price men 
and 300 cheap men for ten days, with 10 per cent 
for contingencies. This cost would be insignifi- 
cant when compared with the resulting benefits, 
for a rainstorm is often worth millions of dollars 
tothe country. Mr. Powers’s theory may appear 
visionary, but he fortifies his position witha 
great amount of testimony from various obser- 
vers, all of which goto show that battles almost 
invariably cause rain, and that he has what 
may be considered at least a fair subject for in- 
vestigation and experiment.

Money Easier. 
From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

The first fuil business week of January has 
passed without developing any of the distressing 
weakness which was confidentiy predicted before 
the holidays. The insolvency record, in fact, wag 
something of asurprise to even the optimistic 
class in general business. The sentimenta) bur- 
dens have been lifted from the money markets of 
the world. Surplus capital has come out of its 
former hiding place and gradually gravitated to- 
ward the great financial centers. Berlin, Paris, 
London and New York have disbursed immense 
sums of money in dividends and interest. De. 
faults have been notably rare and upimportant. 
The apprehensive feelings about the future, 
which have had a paralyzing effect upon 
all financial operations and fresh enter- 
prises for over sixty days past, have at 
last been dissipated like themist before the sun. 
The weak-kneed people who have hoarded their 


Senator Tom Lamb, of Brunswick, who is 
himself interested financially in the business, 
tells me that the outlook for oyster culture of 
the coast of Georgia is all that the gentlemen 
who have put their money in the business 
could possibly wish—and that, of course, 
means a great deal. The same reports come 

m the New England capitalists who have 
invested their money in the Georgia beds, and 
who were, by the way, instrumental in se- 
curing the passage ofthe laws which make 
oyster culture here practicable. One company 
of Connecticut men with Captain Isaac §S. 
Brown, of New Haven, at its head, 
has invested $50,000 in the Georgia plant. 
Speaking of the situation with them, 
Captain Brown said: ‘‘Last spring the com- 
pany planted 100,000 bushels of seed oysters, 
and by the great rate of development in south- 
ern waters it expects to take up in return for 
the planting 150,000 bushels, which would be 
worth at least $200,000. Such a return will 
enable the company to pay a dividend of 25 
per cent the first year, which is not beyond 
the figures that many New Haven oyster 
farms have paid. There is nothing to prevent 
such a return each year, except the failure of 
the growths or the ravages of the deadly star.

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THE GOVERNOR AND PROF, WHITE 
IN CONFERENCE 


About the Negro College—Conflicting Oyater 
and Phosphate Claims—The Buchanan 
Memorial—Under One Head. 


The governor is going ahead with the ar- 
rangements for establishing a negro college, & 
branch of the State university, under the 
provisions of an act passed at the last session 
of the legislature. ‘ 

Professor H. C. White was here yesterday, 
in consultation with the governor. They dis- 
cussed generally the selection of a board of 
trustees, location of the college, and details of 
building and equipment. 

No change in the governor's plans has been 
made by the publication of the letter of Com- 
missioner Harris. 

In fact, the governor has received no official 
communication of any sort upon the subject. 
Until he does, his original plan of procedure 
will be carried out. 

Commissioner Harris may succeed in having 
the basis of apportionment changed, in the 
matter of dividing the money between the 
white and colored people. 

But— 

He may not, 

‘There are good reasons,’’ said the governor 
yesterday, ‘‘for considering the basis contem- . 
plated in the bill a just and equitable one. 
This is not a common school appropriation, 
but a college appropriation, and should be dis- 
tributed in nearly the proportion of college 
students to be furnished by the two 
races. Nobody will claim that for every 
fifty-three bona fide white college stu- 
dents there are forty-seven negro 
college students. Thatis nearer the propor 
tion of common school students, but it is a 
matter easy of proof that for every colored 
student fitted to take a regular college course 
there are at least two white students. 

“T have addressed two communications to 
Secretary Noble, but have received no reply. 
I wrote just as soon as the law was passed by 
the legislature, Then I wrote later, and asked 
for an answer, but none has been received. 

“So, believing that the basis proposed in the 
bill is a fair and just one; and believing that 
the secretary can be made to see and under- 
stand and acquiesce in that, we are going 
along quietly perfecting arrangements. 

‘Should another basis of apportionment be 
insisted upon, I would have ample power 
under the act to change the basis for the sake 
of agreement with the federal authorities. 

“Should the basis proposedin the bill be 
accepted, as it should be and probably will be, 
and afterwards it becomes apparent that the 
negroes really ought to have more than one- 
third, the governor could at any time change 
the basis of ay eg 

The names of the five trustees will be an- 
nounced in a few days.

PROFESSOR WHITE TALKS, 

Professor H. C. White, president of the 
State College of Agriculture and Mechanical 


Arts, said yesterday: 

“T had hoped that the commissioner of edu- 
cation would recognize the fact that there was 
a white college of agriculture in existence and 
in operation, and that the state had done all 
that it possibly could do, within the time, to 
provide a collegiate education for colored stu- 
dents, and that he would accordingly recom- 
mend that the full amount be forwarded to 
the governor, trusting the state to 
use the proper appropriation for the 
whites, and to reserve the appropriation for 
the colored to be applied to the colored college 
as soon as it wasestablished. Commissioner 
Harris has considered it his official duty to 
put a strict construction upon the federal law, 
Of course we recognize his right to do so, and 
consequently will be somewhat délayed in the 
receipt of the money. Governor Northen 
will take all necessary steps to inaugu- 
rate the colored college with all 
haste consistent with the due _ delib- 
eration necessary in'so important a matter. So 
soon as the colored cqllege is organized, no 
doubt the money will be forwarded to the 
state. Astothe division between the white 
and colored colleges, I cannot but think that 
Commissioner Harris has failed to consider 
the fact that the money is appropriated for 
colleges and not for (common schools, 
and that a. division in propor- 
tion to population is by no means 
just.and equitable. Our state law gives the 
governor full power to negotiate and arrange 
this matter with the secretary of the interior. 
At the proper time the governor will address 
all necessary and proper representations to the 
secretary, and we have no doubt that the basis 
of division will be satisfactory to all parties. 
There need be no apprehension but that Gov- 
ernor Northen will justly and fully protect the 
interests of both races in the conduct of this 
matter.”’ 

Oyster and Phosphate Claims. 

Captain W. W. Gordon, of Savannah, and 
Colonel C. P. Goodyear, of Brunswick, were 
ainongst the callers at the capitol yesterday. 

Captain Gordon represented extensive oyster 
interests. 

Colonel Goodyear represented extensive 
phosphate interests. 

These intérests, it seems, conflicted in some 
cases, The two gentlemen agreed upon an 
amicable settlement in the matter, and called 
upon the governor to have the state recognize 
their separate rights, under the agreement, to 
the same bodies of land. 

The governor consulted at some length with 
the secretary of state. The matter really in- 
volves a conflict between lease and headright 
laws, and finally without taking any imme- 
diate action the governor referred the whole 
matter to Judge Ciifford Anderson for an 
opinion. _

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

“NEW YORK, January 15.—The passage of the un- 
limited silver coinage Dill by the senate 
yesterday furnished the mainspring of op- 
erations in the stock markets today, and 
altogether, influence was averse to the values, although 
opinions differ as to the ultimate effect of the bill. Its 
most marked effect today was seen in the material de- 
cline in the price of silver certificates, which, if any- 
thing, it was expected, would be benefited by such 
speculations. The drift of opinion among silvor 
speculators, however, was that the very extremity of 
the measure would defeat it, and as little hopeof its 
getting through the housejwas entertained, many who 
have bought and held on for this very event, sold out 
as quickly as posssible, making a drop of 2 cents and 
more in value of the certificates. 

Another effect of the passage of -the bill upon the 
stock markets was the stiffening of the rates of the 
exchange caused by large purchases by people who 
fear the outcome of. such legislation. Conservative 
people who have lately been investing in securities 
were also given pause, and the market being left with- 
out this most influencial support became an easy prey 
to reactionists and bears, who were joined by traders 
in their efforts to get prices down, and the result of 
their efforts isseen in the materially lower prices 
established during the day. The sensation of the day 
was the strength of New England, which has been 
rising mysteriously for a long time, but today 
the reason was forthcoming in the 
assertion that both the New England and 
New Haven had applied to the legislatures of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts for the passage of a law 
which would permit them to consolidate. The strength

THE ALLIANCE PRESIDENT ON RE- 
SULTS OF FREE COINAGE. 


It Is a Great Victory for the Agricultiral 
South and Agricultural Northwest. 
Democracy on Top. 


The political effect of the senate’s action on 
the free coinage of silver now becomes an in- 
teresting problem. 


In the campaigns of 1890 the proposition was 


widely discussed ‘and was taken up with 
especial vigor by alliance speakers, who de- 
nounced in scathing terms those congressmen 
who yoted against the measure or dodged the 
issue by absenting themselves when that vote 
was taken. 

Now that free coinage appears to be a proba- 
bility the following interview with President 
Livingston, of the Georgia alliance, is to tho 
point: 

“What goed results,if any, are to come of 
free silver as passed the senate on yesterday ?”’ 

“The free coinage of silver,’ said Colonel 
Livingston, “if limited to the present average 
output of silver mines in this country would 
add but.very little to the amount of currency 
in circulation. Indeed, it is doubtful if the 
increase would cover the monthly contraction 
now necessarily goiug on as to national bank 
notes. Therefore from that standpoint the 
people could not hope for practical relief. But 
if the measure results,.asit no doubt will, in 
stimulating silver-mining and in increasing 
the output, the amountof currency will be 
accordingly increased, 

‘*The demonetization of silver in 1873 by con- 
— whether fraudulently done or honestly 

one, or as Ingalls accounts for it ‘‘that both 
houses of congress and the president had ‘been 
hypnotized by the money power,” did 
demonstrate one thing, that the money 
power that was then (1873) moving heaven 
and earth to control the currency bad control of 
congress and that the general welfare of the 
country, which is so /argely dependent on the 
producing classes, was lost sight of. This ac- 
tion of congress, with much more on the same 
line, createdin the minds of the masses an 
alienation towards the government and a dis- 
trust in their capacity or intention to legislate 
for the people. This want of confidence in 
congress and the universal disastrous effect 
upon the business of the country, that 
followed the demonetization of — silver 
and the contraction of. the currency, 
extended in time to all classes and 
affected every enterprise. 

‘*The rule has been, therefore, for these sev- 
eral years past that everybody has been on the 
outlook for panics and hard times. 


“This condition of affairs has caused the | 


hoarding of a large per cent of the currency. 
It has cansed the banks to be careful tobe en- 
abled at all times to be able to put their hands 
upon money enough to cash their deposits, 
(which is largely the cause of the trouble at 
this time). 

“This want of confidence and the natural 
consequences, toa people whoare doing the 
business of the country upon a credit, as we 
have exclusively done since 1587, is always 
the forerunner of revolution, either peaceable 
or otherwise. 

‘‘Now this action of the senate, if coucurred 
in by the house and president, will be a revo- 
lution in financial legislation—such legis!a- 
tion as the masses that compose both political 
parties have demanded for the last. two years 
in such a manner that congress could not mis- 
take the financia! result. 

‘'The passage of|the bill will indirectly, inde- 
pendent of the output from our own mines, 
bring a large intlux of silver into this country. 

“That will stimulate export and import 
trade between this and other nations, which 
will enhance the price of our exports to 
a surprising extent. Cotton, corn, wheat and 
such other products of this country as Gust be 
consumed in a given time will -immediately 
advance in market price, and this will bea 
God-send to the farmers and producers of this 
country. 

‘*The passage of the silver bill will put the 
money power of this country and that operat- 
ing here from other countries upon notice that, 
if they contract or withhold the currency for 
selfish purposes, congress will inflate with fiat 
money. ‘This will cause them to let up, and 
money now under their control will, to a great 
extent, subserve its legitimate purpose. 

“The, passage of the silver bill 
will restore, in a large degree, 
the lost confidence with the people, 
and the banks, and business upon a credit 
basis, will be resumed and perhaps, in this re- 
spect, will come the greatest good to ourpeople 
of all classes and callings.”’ 

‘“*‘What will be the political effect of free 
coinage ?”’ 

“The passage of the bill will certainly 
largely benefit the democratic party, as. the 
measure is and has been construed to be a 
democratic measure, which is veritably true. 

**The vote of the republicans and the speech 
of Ingalls and others, if followed up in the 
house and approved by the president, will, in 
my opinion, go very far toward mending up 
their broken fences in the west. Ifthe house 
does not follow up the senate’s action, the final 
death knell of the republican party will be 
sounded—and if it does, the country is brought 
face to face with the fact that the relief 
given has been brought about by the 
democracy, and that the republicans 
have simply been forced into taking the step. 
So that the democracy has won a great fight, 
and whatever way it goes in the house, will be 
to the gain of our party, which.is practically 
solidly backing the measure. 

“One other decided advantage will accrue to 
this country from the passage of the bill, and 
that is, the fact will be acknowledged that the 
agricultural south and the agricultural north- 
west have won a signal victory over the long 
pampered east, and that this victory will result 
in the permanent control of the national gov- 
ernment, 

“One other only will I mention (and there 
are many Others). The sectional lines that 
have been so long drawn to the damage of this 
fair land of ours will have received a fatal 
blow. Theidea of John Ingalls standing and 
voting alongside with Senator Brown and 
Colquitt and other democratic senators from 
the south is a revelation to the world.”’ |
